The  lilies  listed  below  have  been  selected  for  their  color,  growth,  blooming,  and  hardiness.  They 
are  easy  to  grow,  with  sunlight,  water  and  rich  soil.  On  receipt  of  package  put  the  plants  immediately 
in  a  pail  of  water  until  planting. 

The  best  results  are  obtained  by  planting  the  lily  roots  in  the  so:l  so  the  crown  will  be  even  with 
the  top  of  the  soil  and  from  6  to  12  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  water.  Where  the  pool  is  two 
feet  deep  or  over,  it  is  necessary  that  stones  or  bricks  be  used  to  build  up  the  box  to  the  proper 
distance  under  the  surface.  Many  varieties,  however,  will  grow  in  much  deeper  water.  All  water-lilies 
like  full  sunlight  and  flower  best  when  not  too  much  shaded.  Each  lily  should  have  a  minimum  of  one 
cubic  foot  of  soil — a  box  about  14  in.  x  14  in.  by  10  in.  deep  will  hold  this  amount.
